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CLAIMS 

1. A position indication device for indicating a position 
within a screen of a display device, the position indication 
5 device comprising: 

an indicator body that indicates a position within a 
screen of a display device ; 

a lens that is provided in the indicator body and focuses 
light that is incident from a position indicated by the 
10 indicator body through a light -incident aperture of the 
indicator body; 

an optical sensor that is provided in the indicator body 
and detects light focused by the llns; and 

a light-proof member that is|provided in the indicator 
15 body and covers the lens and the optical sensor in such a manner 
that external light other than light from the light-incident 
aperture is not incident on the lens and the optical sensor. 

2. The position indication device as defined by claim 1, 
20 wherein the light-proof member covers the optical sensor 

in such a manner as to prevent the incidence of external light 
to all surfaces of the optical sensor, including a surface on 
which a signal terminal of the optical sensor is provided. 

25 3, The position indication device as defined by claim 1, 
wherein the light-proof member covers at least a board 
portion on which the optical sensor is mounted, of a board for 
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
